Palta: North Indian musicians use the Hindi word palta to refer to variations made on a theme. In this piece the 
tabla plays improvised variations on a number of rhythmic themes, while the accompanying instruments, which 
include almglocken, crotales, glockenspiel, marimba, songbells, vibraphone and tuned gongs, play variations on a 
cyclic pentatonic melody. Palta was composed in 1981 and premiered the following year in Toronto by the
